Sir: 

In response to the Office Action dated May 19, 2004, please consider the following 
remarks support of the patentability of the pending claims included in the above-identified 
application. 

The Office Action rejected claims 1-5 and 7-20 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Barnes et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,71 1 ,147; hereafter "Barnes") in view of 
Josse et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,104,929; hereafter "Josse"). In addition, the Office Action 
rejected claim 6 under 35 U.S.C, § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Barnes and Josse in 
view of Frid et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,137,791; hereafter "Frid"). 

Applicants traverse the prior art rejections because Bames is not prior art to the 
present application and the remaining cited references, analyzed in the absence of Bames, fail 
to disclose, teach or suggest all the features recited in the rejected claims. 

The filing date of Bames is June 15, 1999, which is later than the priority date of 
Applicants' Finnish Priority Document, application number FI 991297, filed June 7, 1999 
(that date being perfected as a result of the concurrently filed Certified English Language 
Translation of the Priority Document). 

Applicants note, however, that Bames has benefit of the U.S. filing date of a 
provisional application (Serial No. 60/127,406, filed April 1, 1999). Nevertheless, as 
evidenced by the concurrently filed Affidavit and supporting documentary evidence. 
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Applicants conceived of the claimed invention prior to April 1, 1999 and acted with due 
diligence to file Applicants' Finnish Priority Document on June 7, 1999. 

It should be understood that once the Inventors' invention report, dated March 18, 
1999, was submitted to Nokia Corporation, it was subjected to an evaluation procedure 
within Nokia Corporation and sent to outside counsel for application drafting. The 
application was then drafted in cooperation with the Inventors and the priority application 
was finalized and filed as the Finnish application FI 991297 less then three months later, on 
June 7, 1999. 

Therefore, Applicants have adequately provided the necessary statements and 
associated evidence to "swear behind" Barnes. Accordingly, Barnes is not prior art to the 
present application. 

Moreover, the remaining references cited against the pending claims do not disclose, 
teach or suggest the features previously determined by the Office to be included in Barnes. 
Therefore, all prior art rejections £ire traversed. 

All objections and rejections having been addressed. Applicants request issuance of a 
notice of allowance indicating the allowability of all pending claims. If anything further is 
necessary to place the application in condition for allowance, Applicants request that the 
Examiner contact Applicants' undersigned representative at the telephone number listed 
below.
